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Violence In 
Ireland Ebbs 
After 25 Die

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — The tide of violence in 
Northern Ireland ebbed today 
after 
four 
days 
of 
rioting, 
shooting and firebombing that 
has left 25 dead and hundreds 
injured. 
Despite the lull, which ap­ 
peared to be a recess of ex­ 
haustion by British troops and 
the 
Irish 
Republican 
Army, 
more hundreds of Roman Cath­ 
olics fled south to the Irish Re­ 
public. 
Slowly as the day brought no 
fresh outbursts of violence, the 
412,000 residents of Belfast be­ 
gan filling the stores and the 
offices, to work and to shop in 
almost normal fashion. 
Wholesale trucks once more 
ventured on their rounds. Slow­ 
ly 
they 
conquered the 
food 
shortages of the week. Belfast, 
except 
in 
the 
burned 
out 
trouble areas, began to look al­ 
most normal. 
In Belfast, Londonderry and 
Nwry, all centers of religious 
and IRA fury since last week­ 
end, the snipers and the bomb­ 
ers went underground. 
One blast marred the peace— 
an explosion that damaged a 
Northern 
Ireland 
government 
building near Castlederg. 
Police freed of fires and sni­ 
pers, moved to stem the flow of 
refugees, the thousands of Ro­ 
man Catholics and Protestants 
who fled their homes this week 
in fear. Police said they would 
deal harshly with any cases 
where militants intimidate resi­ 
dents. 
Still the Catholics fled to the 
Irish Republic and the Protes­ 
tants to friends in the quietest 
parts of Belfast, to Liverpool 
across the Irish Sea and to oth­ 
er English cities. 
Brig. Maratón Tickell, army 
chief of staff in Northern Ire­ 
land, hailed the fragile arm i­ 
stice as an outright defeat of 
gunmen of the outlawed IRA at 
least, in part the result of the 
provincial 
intern ment-without- 
trial campaign. 
It was this government intern­ 
ment order that touched off 
the latest round of fighting led 
by the IRA. It wants to unite 
Northern Ireland with the Irish 
Republic. 
In Dublin, capital of the Irish 
Republic Prim e Minister Jack 
Lynch called for replacement 
of Northern Ireland's all-Pro­ 
testant government by an ad­ 
ministration giving equal voice 
to the province’s Catholic mi­ 
nority and Protestant majority. 
Lynch, regarded as a moder­ 
ate in the Catholic South, also 
denounced the terrorists of the 
outlawed 
Irish 
Republican 
Army but blamed “the mis­ 
govern me nt to which the North 
has been subjected for so long” 
for the bloodshed. 
Mass arrests and internment 
by tbe Belfast government of 
more than 300 suspected re­ 
publican terrorists early Mon­ 
day touched off the rioting and 
shooting. 
Prime Minister Brian Faulk­ 
ner of Northern Ireland issued 
ing he found nothing in Lynch’s 
a postmidnight statement say- 
remarks “ at all helpful in a sit­ 
uation where the prime need is 
to protect democratic methods 
against the rule of the gun.” 
Sources in .London said they 
believed 
the 
British 
govern­ 
ment would reject Lynch’s pro­ 
posals.

The source said Whitcomb has 
appointed a task force of lead­ 
ing Indiana businessmen to fig­ 
ure out 'ways to adjust state 
spending to tide the treasury 
through a crisis. 
■'The task force reportedly has 
scheduled 
a 
secret 
meeting 
Tuesday with the governor and 
state department heads. 
The source said Whitcomb and 
budget officials consider Oct. 15 
as a critical point in the state's 
cash flow situation. 
That is 
about the time the state must 
decide whether it can meet a 
$66 million distribution to local 
school corporations. 
Whitcomb was not immedi­ 
ately available for comment. 
His news secretary, 
Kenneth 
Smith, said the task force plans 
are “very possible but I’m not 
aware of it.” 
The source said if a special 
session is called, Whitcomb will 
recommend raising the cigarette 
and alcoholic beverage taxes to 
produce enough revenue to get 
the state through the current 
fiscal year. 
The makeup of the task forca 
was not immediately available, 
but the source said groups such 
as the petroleum and truckers’ 
associations have been asked to 
supply either money or staff 
members to conduct the study.

for a USA 225 total in the Win­ 
nipeg Games. Despite a defeat 
by Jamaica’s Don Quarrie in 
the sprints. U.S. men’s track 
power exploded for 12 of 16 
gold 
medals. 
Uncle 
Sam’s 
swimmers swept 14 of 15 
events, plus both diving gold 
medals. 
Cuba w'hich unveiled a world 
record triple jumper in Pedro 
Perez and upset the Yank 
men’s basketball team made 


tremendous gains since 1967. 
With the USA cagers elimi­ 
nated, Brizil Thursday won the 
men’s basketball title by shad­ 
ing Cuba 63-62, with Puerto 
Rico taking the silver medal 
and Cuba the bronze. 
The Cubans, who also deth­ 
roned the USA in basketball 
and men’s and women’s vol­ 
leyball, and cracked American 
monoply in wrestling, piled up 
31 golds, 49 silver, and 24 
bronze for 103 medals.

His staff 
of twelve consists of one assist­ 
ant who worked in the trust 
department of a bank and em­ 
ployees from the state board of 
accounts. 
He said a staff was needed of 
“the same type of people that 
Lincoln Life is after.” He add­ 
ed: Over $1.5 ' billion passes 
through this office every year 
and we have over $300 million 
to invest. A bank with this much 
to invest would have a staff 
that would occupy two floors of 
a large building with people that 
would do nothing but watch the 
investment of that money.” 
New was elected to his first 
term in 1964, serving from Feb­ 
ruary 1965 to 1967. The only dif­ 
ference he has noticed between 
the two terms is a "monetary 
increase” with a lot more in­ 
flation.” 
He observed: “The sales tax 
started about December of 1963. 
By the time I got in office the 
full impact was apparent and 
we had money running out of 
our ears. The legislature had 
not appropriated up to the 
amount of revenue because 
they didn’t know what really 
would be produced by the tax. 
Programs were well funded 
and surpluses increased.” 
The situation remained this 
way through the Branigin Ad­ 
ministration. Inflation hit all

TO THE EDITOR: 
I have been drilling wells in 
Rush County and the surround­ 
ing counties for 45 years. This 
experience has given me much 
practical knowledge about the 
source of our water supply and 
the type of land formation that 
I must drill through in order 
to get water. 
I find that it is possible to 
get water in all parti of Rush 
County but certain parts of the 
county have water that is more 
abundant and more available. 
The most difficult place to get 
a good well is in Fayette County 
I drill for water by concus­ 
sion. 1 start a well and drill as 
far as we can before putting 
down a pipe. North of Rushville, 
when I drill there are few times 
that I do not hit a sand streak 
at 15 feet. This means that I 
must put down a pipe. I can 
look into the open hole and see 
water and sand coming in. After 
we put down the casing, I con­ 
tinue drilling. 
I have observed from exper­ 
ience that our fresh water in 
Rush County comes from rain 
fall. When I drill for water, I 
know that I must hit a forma­ 
tion that will store this water in 
sufficient amounts to get a con­ 
stant supply. Gravel, sand, 'por­ 
ous limestone are the forma­ 
tions that supply this storage. 
It is posible in most parts of 
Rush County to get water at 15 
feet but this does not insure an 
adequate supply for the modern 
household. 
You might say that I have 
been kept busy during my 45 
years of drilling, analyzing the 
situation. In constantly drilling 
through the surface, I have 
learned to know what to look 
for. I would say that a 10 foot 
test hole would not give ade­ 
quate information in Rush Coun­ 
ty . . . for by going another 5 
feet you would find water seep­ 
ing through the sand. When I 
drilled a well on the Pete Nash 
Farm, I hit layers of sand at 
4 or 5 feet. 
My knowledge has been ac­ 
quired by trial and error and 
by long experience in well drill­ 
ing and studying water flow. I 
am kept constantly busy and 
have drilled for both gas and 
oil in the county as well as for 
water. 
For many reasons I would 
never put a landfill north of 


Rushville. There are too many 
streaks of gravel and porous 
limestone there. Our fresh 
water is stored in these gravel 
and limestone formations. 
In a careful study of the coun­ 
ty, I find there is only one place 
in my judgement that would 
be a desirable location for a 
landfill. It would be in a part 
of the county where there is 
shale. Shale has sufficient oil 
in it to prevent water from per- 
culating on down through it. 
In an area southeast of Rush­ 
ville there is a large area in 
which shale forms a protective 
barrier to prevent seepage. In 
this part of the county 'there are 
large valleys suitable for a land­ 
fill. Thus one of the many val­ 
leys could be used. It could even 
be dammed up if necessary. If 
the garbage and trash were 
compressed before buried, it 
could be used for years. 
I am writing this because I 
would hate to see a mistake 
made. I would not want our 
future Rush County water sup­ 
ply ruined tfy seepage from a 
landfill. I will probably not 
live long enough for it to affect 
my life but I have grandchildren 
coming along. 
I would feel that I was not 
doing my duty to 'them or to 
the future of Rush County if I 
failed to share with you know­ 
ledge that I have gained through 
years of experience.

The 1,200 delegates laughed 
uproariously at some of Bayh’s 
sallies at Nixon’s expense and 
gave him a standing ovation. 
Bayh said the biggest gap be­ 
tween promise and performance 
in the country today “is the 
promise and performance of one 
Richard Milhous Nixon.” 
"He is try .in g to' be all things 
to all people and, as a result, is 
doing nothing towards providing 
the leadership of our country,” 
Bayh said. 
Calling Nixon’s 
“economic 
game plan” a disaster, Bayh 
said amidst laughter: “It doesn’t 
make a game plan sound to 
make a former governor of Tex­ 
as secretary of the Treasury.” 
He was referring to Nixon’s 
appointment of Democrat John 
Connally to the post in his Re­ 
publican administration. 
Bayh said Nixon’s effort at in­ 
flation control had been “a dis­ 
mal failure” and he had suc­ 
ceeded only in slowing down the 
economy. 
Bayh urged that a commission 
on prices and wages be estab­ 
lished. Such a commission, he 
said, could develop a mechan­ 
ism to monitor and publicize 
price and wage changes that 
exceed acceptable limits and to 
suspend price and wage in­ 
creases while making a finding.

Belt states report the southern 
corn leaf blight has had little 
effect on this year’s crop and 
predict traditional trouble-mak­ 
ers, such as the weather and 
corn borers, pose more of a 
threat to the 1971. harvest. 
The pathologists warn, how­ 
ever, that an onset of hot, hu­ 
mid conditions could cause a 
rapid spread of the fungus dis­ 
ease, which thrives in mugsv 
weather. 
Last year the disease was a 
major contributor to a 15 per 
cent loss in the corn crop. 
The Agriculture Department 
Wednesday predicted a record 
1971 corn crop of 5.34 billion 


SCS Attacked 
By Another 
Gov’t Agency 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
federal Soil Conservation Serv­ 
ice, once an idol of environmen­ 
talists, is a villain now in a 
classic waterway conservation 
battle. 


The focal point is a type of 
waterway 
modification 
called 
stream channelization. 
A House Government Oper­ 
ations subcommittee has been 
holding hearings on the stream 
channelization problem, and the 
Soil 
Conservation 
Service is 
studying re-evaluations from its 
field offices of all its hundreds 
of authorized projects. 
Channelization 
practices 
of 
the Soil Conservation Service, 
and the U.S. Corps of Engi­ 
neers, were deplored by a long 
string of state wildlife and con­ 
servation officials, and repre­ 
sentatives of conservation orga­ 
nizations, in testimony before 
Rep. Henry Reuss’ Government 
Operations subcommittee. 
But the hearings also dis­ 
closed conflict within the gov­ 
ernment itself. 
Nathaniel P. 
Reed, who took office in May 
as assistant secretary of the In­ 
terior for fish, 
wildlife 
and 
parks, told the subcommittee: 
“Stream channelization proj­ 
ects usually entail changing the 
physical shape of the stream 
bed and bank, regulating natu­ 
ral stream flow patterns and 
impounding or modifying the 
flood plain. 
“If the emphasis on these 
practices continues, the ulti­ 
mate result will be the destruc­ 
tion or serious degradation of 
valuable and irreplaceable nat- 
u r a l 
resources, 
including 
stream fisheries and wildlife in 
many bottom lands and water­ 
courses.” 
Taking note of this and other 
criticism of his agency, Admin­ 
istrator Kenneth Grant of the 
Soil Conservation Service told 
the subcommittee, “Some of 
the commentary has been very 
emotional, and very narrow in 
focus.” 
Channelization 
by 
the 
Soil 
Conservation Service most of­ 
ten 
is designed to alleviate 
flooding and improve drainage. 
The service said that when 
projects authorized since 1960 
are completed, more than 12,- 
000 miles of waterways will 
have been channelized at a cost 
of more than $300 million.

School Lesson for August 15 is 
entitled “Alcohol and the “Fam­ 
ily." The portion of Scripture 
selected for study is taken from 
the Book of the Prophet Jere 
miah. Very fittingly, thie lesson 
follows the lesson of August 8 
on Family Conflict and Recon­ 
ciliation.' 
A National Problem 
The com sumption of beverage 
alcohol is a prime factor in 
household quarrels. Liquor com 
sumption has increased at such 
a rate that it has become in­ 
deed a national problem. There 
are said to be five million al­ 
coholics in the United States to­ 
day. One out of every ten per­ 
sons who starts to drink be­ 
comes either an alcoholic or a 
problem drinker. One half of 
the accidental deaths in the 
United States are the result of 
motor vehicle accidents. About 
140 persons are killed, every day 
in motor vehicle accidents, and 
in one half of these liquor was in 
some way involved. The state-

Tampering with the Brakes 
.For many centuries alcohol 
was supposed to be a stimulant. 
To the amazement of the whole 
scientific world some genera­ 
tions ago, alcohol was found to 
be a depressant. It depresses on­ 
ly 'the inhibitions —- that is, the 
capacity to say No when No 
needs to be said, or the incapa­ 


city to say Yes when Yes needs 
to be said. Because alcohol is a 
depressant, a commodity which 
depresses the inhibitions, it real­ 
ly tampers with the human 
brakes. 
Certain of the serious aspects 
of drinking can be handled by 
legislation, but only to a limited 
extent. Total abstinence is large­ 
ly an individual matter. Desire 
for beverage alcohol increases 
over the years. It takes twenty 
or thirty years of liquor indul­ 
gence to bring one to the condi­ 
tion of alcoholism. The alcoholic 
is a pathetic figure, not able to 
control himself. Alcoholics Anon­ 
ymous has done a great job in 
showing the alcoholic how to 
overcome his misfortune. 
Judge Not 
People who drink are not nec­ 
essarily evil — in fact, the over­ 
whelming majority of them are 
fine, upstanding members of 
their community, held in re­ 
spect, and rightly so. But alco­ 
hol is a habitforming drug. It 
gives one a sense of good cheer, 
but this is usually followed by 
a hangover, which to say the 
least is distressing. It makes 
some people belligerent. There 
are millions of poeple in the 
county who do not drink and 
paractically all of these declare 
tbit total abstinence gives them 
a feeling of satisfaction and 
security.

Fortunately, 
most drinkers are temperate 
drinkers, but temperate drink­ 
ers have their automobile acci­ 
dents. The person w ho does not 
drink should not consider it his 
moral duty to lecture every­ 
body who does. This is a person­ 
al matter. Parents who them­ 
selves drink temperately and 
serve liquor in their homes 
should remember, however, that 
alcohol does not better family 
life, in fact, it possesses the

grave danger of affecting it to 
a very adverse degree. Those 
who do not drink and are con­ 
siderate and gracious in their 
attitude toward drinkers and 
non-drinkers like the experience 
of total abstinence and recom­ 
mend it to anyone who is in 
doubt. The way to enjoy life is 
to live it to the fullness of its 
thrilling possibilities. Even mod­ 
erate drinking may grow to 
such an extent that It becomes 
a factor in a tragic situation — 
and as such is to be looked 
upon with a certain misgiving.

Alcohol is an important ele­ 
ment in manufacturing, espec­ 
ially in the manufacturing of 
those products which we call 
pharmaceutical. But the manu­ 
facturing necessity for alcohol 
is one thing and alcohol used 
as a beverage is another.

The American Paper Institute 
estimated that of all the news­ 
papers printed in 1969, 23 per 
cent were recycled; that is, col­ 
lected and reprocessed into new 
paper. 


I n d u s t r y , 
conservation 
groups, legislators and others 
have combined to aid in the 
recycling drive. 


In 
Madison, 
Wis., 
for 
ex­ 
ample, the institute and city of­ 
ficials joined to ask residents to 
separate newspapers from oth­ 
er refuse. As a result about 40 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
collectable 
newspapers are being recycled, 
according to the institute. 
Irvington, 
N.J., -legislators 
passed a law requiring that 
householders 
put their news­ 
papers out separately once a 
month. Charities pick up the 
paper and sell it to a recycling 
company. 
San Diego, Calif., residents 
are encouraged to put their 
newspapers 
into one 
of 
200 
boxes set out by the Kiwanis 
Club. The city picks up the pa­ 
pers and sells them. The Ki­ 
wanis Club gets $5 for every 
full box and the city salvage 
operation gets $8. 
The institute estimates that 
groups which collect and sort 
old paper make about $25 mil­ 
lion annually. In addition, tax­ 
payers save $25 in the cost of 
refuse disposal for every ton of 
paper that is collected, accord­ 
ing to institute figures.

The third at­ 
tendant checked the air in the 
car’s tires. They informed him 
that everything was in A-l shape 
and he left. Five minutes later 
he was back. “Did you fellow's 
remember to fill my tank with 
gas?” The guage still reads em­ 
pty.” In spite of all the atten­ 
tion and service, he still needed 
fuel to make his car run. 
People sometimes 
approach 
their problems in that fashion. 
They seek peace without first 
finding the prince of peace. They 
look for love without ever real­ 
izing that God is love. 
Religion Is sought for without 
ever finding out that Christianity 
is not a religion, but faith in 
the person of Jesus Christ. 
Jesus Christ is the key that 
unlocks all the other areas of 
life. No matter what our prob­ 
lems, Jesus Christ will help us 


to solve them. There is a need 
for more love in the world, there 
is a need for peace, joy and hap­ 
piness. If these things are to 
come about, however, they must 
begin with us. The chorus of a 
spiritual song goes like this: 
“Let, there be peace on earth, 
O Lord and let it begin with 
me.” 
There can be no peace be­ 
tween nations 
until there is 
peace between neighbors. There 
can’t possibly be peace between 
neighbors until there is personal 
peace in the lives of individuals, 
brought by the prince of peace, 
Jesus Christ. 
The same thing holds true of 
love. No love can come to In­ 
dianapolis or Ithica, Rushville 
or Reno, Washington or Walla 
Walla until the love of Christ 
comes into the hearts, lives and 
minds of the inhabitants thereof. 
So before we have a “love par­ 
ade” let’s have a "love brig­ 
ade” to bring God’s love through 
Christ into the hearts of men 
and women everywhere. Then 
this will truly be a world of love. 
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
